A CAPE HORN INCIDENT.

On a iJcecinlier morning, in the year 
188ft, a mail steamer, homeward bound 
from a New /ealnml port, was ap¬ 
proaching the meridian of the Horn, 
hut on tt parallel more southerly than 
il is now the custom of steamthips to 
lake in rounding that stormy, ice-girt, 
desolate and most inhospitable of all 
headlands. 

I>ecembor in those distant regions is 
midsummer, and tlio weather of tlint 
morning was as fair anil still ns a 
breczelcss April day in this country; 
but the swell of the vast trnek of ocean 
ran ceaselessly) reminiscent respirzi- 
liotis of a giati'ess whose conflict with 
the heavens is eternal, and whose 
breaking-pau-es arc very few and fur 
between indeed. Over this long, 
dark blue, westerly swell the long 
metal fabric went sweeping in long, 
Hunting, launching curtsies, whitening 
the water astern of her with a mile of 
milk-white wnke. The frosty sun, 
whose beams in that sea have some¬ 
thing of the silvery brillianee of the 
electric light, dashed a score of con¬ 
stellations out of the gilt and glass 
and brass about the steamer’s bows and 
quarters nnd docks. A number of 
passengers were pacing the long hur¬ 
ricane platform. Far away on the 
starboard beam, poised, star-like, 
j upon the keen blue rim of the ocean, 
was an Iceberg—a dash of crystalline 
light against the airy sky that out 
there, low down, wore the delicate hue 
of the opal. Otherwise tho ocean 
swept naked to its coniines, a plain of 
rich, deep blue, with the heave of 
the swell shouldering the morning 
glory under the sun ns it ran, and 
making Hint part of the deep magnif¬ 
icent with flowing lighL 

The chief ollicer was oil the bridge; 
tin* tirst breakfast-bell had rung, and 
tli® captain, smart ns a naval oth er, 
in buttons and luce trimmings, quilted 
llio ebart-room and joined tho mate to 
take a look urotind before going be¬ 
low. The skipper was a man of eagle 
sight, and instantly on directing his 
eyes over the ship's bows he ex¬ 
claimed: 

“What is that Idark object yonder?" j 

The chief mate peered, and the cap¬ 
tain leveled a tclescojie. 

“A ship's boat," said lie, “and scem- 
Ingly full of people." 

The boat, when sighted, was four' 
three or four miles distant, and the 
speed of the steamer v.as about thir¬ 
teen knots. In a few minutes the 
alarm in tlio engine-room rang its re¬ 
verberatory warning, sending a little 
thrill of wonder throughout the ship, 
so rarely is that telegraph handled on 
the high seas.

'The occupants of the boat consisted 
of eight wild, hairy, veritable scare-1 
crows of men, dressed in divers i 
fashions—Scotch caps, yellow sou*- j 
westers, set-boots, toil-worn monkey- | 
jackets, ami the like. 

“Host ahoy!" Imiled the captain, a- 
she slowl) washed alongside. “What 
is wrong With you?” 

A fellow. »tfindiiig up in the stern 
sheets, cried buck. 

••For <«od’s sake, sir, take u« 
aboard! Our water’s almost given , 
out. and there'* nothing left to eat.” j 

“Look out for the end of a line,”] 
bawled the cap tail). “Are you strong I 
enough to get aboard without help’"’ 

• Yy, sir, we'll manage it.” 

A ropo was thrown, and one after 
another the fellows came swinging and 
scraping and scrambling up tin* clean 1 
Wo of tin* steamer. The pusseuger* 
crowded round aud gazed at them with 
curiosity aud pity. 'Their sv mpathetic 
eye* seemed to tlnd famine painfully 
cxpre**ed iu the leathern countenance* 
that stared back through mats.-of '.hair. 

•Woimut let your boat go," said 
the captain. 

“t uu't help it, sir. tli inkfiil cuough 
to be here, t reckon," answered tin 
fellow who had culled fioin iltc-tem 
►licet*, aud who acted us »] - | kc-nmu. 

“Auv thing belonging to you to come 
out after?" 


“Nothing. Let her go, sir. If 
sailors’ sea-bletsings can freight a 
craft she ain't going to float long." 

The boat was sent adrift, the engine 
bell rang out, once moro the great 
mail steamer was thrashing over the 
long, tall heave of the Cape Horn 
swell. 

“How came you into this mess?” 
inquired the captain. 

Tho man who hail before spoken 
gave answer: 

“We’re all that's left of the crew of 
the Boston bark "tieorge Washing¬ 
ton." She was a whaler, a hundred 
and forty days out. It were four days 
ago. 1 was the HrM to smell fire some 
while arter two o’clock iu the middle 
watch.” 

“It wanted ten minutes to six bells," 
exclaimed a man, and a general, em¬ 
phatic, hairy noil followed the inter¬ 
ruption. 

“I was the tli-f-t to smell lire," ron- 
tuuied the other, “call it what hour ye 
like. I gave the alarm, and all hands 
turned to with hoses and buckets, lint 
there was a deal of oil iu the hold, nnd 
the ship’s planks Was thick with grease 
besides, and that gave us no chance. 
By ten o’clock in the morning the 
tlumes had burMed through and was 
shooting up mast-high, and then we 
calculated it was time to look to the 
bouts .'* 

The others stood listening with hard, 
stolid, leathery faces, generally gazing 
with steadfast eves at the speaker, hut 
sometimes glancing a-kancc at the cap¬ 
tain and the crowd of others which 
stood round. 

“There was an ugly sea running,” 
the man went oil, “and the wheel 
being desal ted, the ship had fallen oil' 
ami ran in the trough, and the lower¬ 
ing of the strra boat*, whalemen 
though they was who had tho handling 
of ’em, cost our company of twenty- 
eight souls the loss of all hands saving 
them as stand afore ye." 

“A lmd job! a measly, cruel, bad 
Jobl" here broke in a long-jawed man 
whose brow and eyes were almost con¬ 
cealed by a quantity of coarse red 
hair. 

“Well, us eight men got nwnv in 
the boat." proceeded the spokesman, 
“bringing along with us nothin’ hut a 
small bug of bread uud about six gal¬ 
lons of fresh water. We’re been a- 
Wftshing about since Tuesday, and 
now, t lie Lord be praised, here we 
bo with a chance of getting 
something to eat, uud what's more 
pleasurable still to our feelings, the 
opportunity of comfortably taming 
ill." 

A miiriner of pity rung among tin* 
passengers, several of whom were 
ladies, and there wa* more than one 
somewhat loud whisper to the cflect 
that the captain ought really to scud 
the poor creature* forward at once to 
get some breakfast, instead of holding 
them, starving and dry with thirst, iu 
talk. The eagle-eyed skipper, how¬ 
ever, asked several questions before 
dismissing them. 

“Sinco bv their own confession tho 
lire gavu them plenty of time to escape 
from the bark, liow was it they left 
her so ill-provisioned as they repre¬ 
sented?" 

This whs most satisfactorily account¬ 
ed for. Other inquiries of a like na¬ 
ture were responded to with alacrity 
tiiul intelligence. 

Kvery sentence that one or an¬ 
other of them Id fall .was corrobor¬ 
ated by the rest. Their tale of sullcr- 
ing, indeed, in the open boat was al¬ 
most lum owing; and the captain with 
the tirst note of sympathy tied his 
voice lmd taken, ordered them to g«» 
forward, adding, that after a good hot 
meal had been served them they might 
turn in and sleep for the rest ot the 
day wherever they could make a bed. j 

At tho breakfast iu the suloon no¬ 
thing whs talked about hut the whaler 
that had been consumed by tire, the 
dreadful drowning of some two-thirds 
of her crew, and the miraculous de¬ 
liverance of the survivor* from the in¬ 
expressible peril* and l orror* of an 
open boat in (lie solitudeof the stornii- 
e-t part of theo<can the wide world 
over. A benevolent gentleman pro i 
|HJ*od a subscription. Before the. lunch- j 
eon-bell was rung a sum of th’rty 
pounds had Im'cii collected. The incident 
was a break in the monotony : nnd when 
the eight re-up|H*aied on deek dur¬ 
ing the afternoon they were promptly | 
approached by the pusietigers, w ho I 
obliged them to ieeite again uud yet 
again their mtduncholy story of mar- 
time disaster. 

On the morning of the third day, 
following the date of this rescue, u 
ship was sighted almost directly in uj 
line w ith the vca-ochs course. A*» *he 
w’us iieziivd sh" was -ecu to be rigged 
with stump, or Cape Horn top-gulluut 
mast*; she wus also.under very easy 
canvas which gave her a short-handed 
look ill that quiet tea. Ureal wooden 
davits ovt'thuug her sides, from which 
dangled a number of bout*. She pre¬ 
sented u very grimy, worn aspect, uml { 
had manifestly kept the »ca for some 
month*. It Was observed by tin* chief > 
otHcer, standing on tho bridge of the j 
steamer, that the eight rescued men j 
who were look'ng ui the -ad u lie ad 
along w ith some of the crew amt 
Steerage passengers, exhibited several I 
symptom* **f uueusine** uud 
even of agitation suddenly the 
stripe* uml -tui>. with the stui> invert 
c«|. were inn abut lit the |>eutv-eud -u ! 
signal of disires- ! The engines were i 
“*Iowe*l.” mid flic steamer'* head put [ 


hom to pam the vessel within easy 
hailing distance. A man aboard the 
hark stood in the mizaen rigging. 

“Steamer ahoy!" he roared through 
his no«»c. 

“Hallo!" 

“I hnve lost a boat and eight of my 
men. Have you seen anything of 
her?" 

The captain, who had gained the 
bridge, lifted his hand. 

“Bark ahoy !" he cried; "what hark 
is that?" 

“The ‘George Washington,’ whaler, 
of Boston, a hundrcd-and-elghty-fonr 
day* out." 

The captain of the steamer con¬ 
trolled a sour grin. 

‘How came yon to lose your boat 
and the men?" 

"They stole her one middle watch 
am! sneaked away from the ship." 

The cap:uin of the steamer uttered 
a laugh. 

“We have your men snfo here," he 
shouted. “Glad to learn that you are 
not burnt down to the water’s edge, 
and that tin rest of vour crew Io>k 
brisk considering that they are 
drowned men. Send a boat and you 
shall have your sailors." 

Twenty minute* later the eight 
whalemen were lielng conveyed 
to their hark in one of their 
own boats, incst of them 
grinning as they looked up nt the line 
of heads which decorated tho ateam- 
er’s sides; an 1, indeed, there was 
some excuse for the smiles, for among 
them they were carrying away the 
thirty pounds which had lieen sub¬ 
scribed for them. It would be inter¬ 
esting to know what their skipper said 
when lie learned that they hod lost a 
tine boat for him; hut ocean mail liners 
have to keep time, nnd tho steamer 
could not wait to send a representative 
on board the winder to report the 
many elegancies of sea-dialect which 
we may reasonably n«*ume embellished 
her skipper’s rhetoric.—New York 
Independent. 

toffee as a Disinfectant. 

An old colored man living iu a dis¬ 
trict where the disease often prevailed 
once told the writer that one of tho 
best preventive measures against yel¬ 
low fever wus infusion of eoflee. 
.‘ninie years ago he puesed through an 
epidemic of that grave malady under 
the worst possible conditions. For at 
least a month he occupied tho quarters 
of a large number of sufferers, pass¬ 
ing night nnd day uuiong them, eating 
ami sleeping in tiicir midst. 

Been Ding the homel y mlvice given 
him lie faithfully tried coffee as an uu- 
Iineptic and drank freely of a very 
strong infusion five or six times a day, 
and continued the practice all the time 
he whs under exposure, lie was for¬ 
tunate enough to escape contagion, 
but never attached much importance 
to the use of the coffee. Considering 
the results of recent developments, it 
would seem that the old negro was 
right in attributing antiseptic proper¬ 
ties to it. 

A series of experiments conducted 
by a (iernian professor has proved that 
they uie quite marked. Several differ¬ 
ent forms of intestiii'd bacteria were 
experimented upon, and their develop¬ 
ment and growth were found in all 
cases to be interfered with by the ad¬ 
dition of a small quantity of coffee in¬ 
fusion to nutrient gelatine. In pure 
infusion tho bacteria were rapidly de¬ 
stroyed. 

The question as to wlmt constituent* 
e.xerclso tho antiseptic effect cannot yet 
i he fully determined. 'The caffeine is 
certainly uclivu in only a slight degree; 
the tannin to a somewhat greater ex¬ 
tent; but, presumably, of greatest im¬ 
portance are the substances that are 
developed by roaming. It i* interest¬ 
ing to note that a cup of coffee, left in 
a room tor u week or more, remain* 
almost free from micro-orgunism*. 

A Doctor’s Enormous Fee; 

What is believed to l»e the largest 
fee ever paid to a physi'dau in a single 
case was paid by .1. II. Flagler, one of 
the Standard Oil kings, to Or. ti. C’. 
Sheldon. A dearly beloved daughter 
of Mr. Flagler, who afterwards died 
while cruitiug on a yacht in Southern 
vvatcru about a ycar ugo, was lingering' 
between life aud death. There were 
not more than two or three chance* 
out of a bandied tlmt »hc would ever 
be able to leave her bed alive. The 
devoted father announced that, if Dr. 
Sheldon could relieve the suffering in 
his child uml aid Iter in recovering, he 
would give him the Jargc-t fee that 
was ever paid a physician. MU* 
Flagler rallied and finally was able to 
leave Iter bed. and iu the course Of 
time was sufliciinliy strong to drive 
out. The young heire** to tcvcral 
millions lived to enjoy her great wealth 
for a long time after this, and Dr. 
Sheldon wa* presented with 000 
worth of Ktock iu tlic Standard Oil 
t’otupany.—f Kansas Llty Journal.

KXl’KIMStKNTS WITH I*KA*. 

funs are more hardy than any other 
garden vegetables, and a slight frost 
will not injure them. lint they may 
be sown too early, for all that. The 
condition of soil and air nt the time 
seed i* put ill the ground lias appar¬ 
ently more Influence than heat or cold 
afterwards. In some experiments re¬ 
ported a year ago it was found that 
the pea* planted during a warm day, 
nml followed by warm weather* for 
21 or 48 hours after, grew, blossomed, 
and bore fruit ready for picking earlier 
than peas planted on like soil a week 
earlier, when both sir and soil were 
too cold for germination. A quick 
start in growth, even with so hardy a 
vegetable at the pea, count* for much, 
and is even more important for vege¬ 
tables like corn and beans, that only 
grew in a warmer temperature.— 
[Courier-Journal. 

WHY SALT SHOWS OX UUTTF.R. 

Hcnrv K. Alvord say* in the Chicago 
Times: It is not uncommon to see 
butter in rolls or prints, of good 
quality uud tolerably fresh, with a 
coating of salt crystal* all over the 
outside, giving it a slulu and unpleas¬ 
ant appearance. This n ay l>c caused 
iu several ways. If the >alt used is of 
poor quality, aud particularly if it is 
too coarse in grain, it fails to be well 
incorporated in the butter, aud, chang¬ 
ing to brine after the rolls have been 
made up, it comes to the surface and 
take* the form of u crust. The finest 
and best salt, not worked into the but¬ 
ter, will act the smite way. Again, if 
there is more moisture left in tho but¬ 
ter than it will naturally ho d, the salt 
joins with this extra water to form 
brine: this brine Uml* it* way to the 
< iltside, evaporates, ami leaves 
the ►silt covering. Tin* best ui mis, 
therefore, of avoiding this diffi¬ 
culty is to make the butter by granu¬ 
lar method, wash it very tltoibji»lily, 
and allow it to drain and dry off’well, 
while sti)| in the granular form, be¬ 
fore adding the sab. Then mix in the 
salt a* thoroughly ns possible, liuving 
it of ilie bcU quality and us line us 
can be got; allow it to stand a little 
while before Working and putting into 
its final form. This gives an oppor¬ 
tunity for all the salt to di-olve before 
the working and then for removing uli 
surplus brine. All butter, however, 
contains a pretty large percentage of 
moisture in the form of brine, audit 
must be kept in a moist atmosphere or 
else the water of the brine will evapo¬ 
rate moro or less, ’caving the salt vis¬ 
ible on the outride. Any good butter 
will show this dry *alt if exposed long 
enough in very dry air. 

A I’itl/.L Mini' THAT »*AII». 

Many farmer*, while approving of 
large crops,believe they are not profit¬ 
able. But Milton (L Shaver’s exjieri- 
ence in competing lor the American 
Agriculturist oat pii/e la*t year, in 
Cayuga i ouniy. New York, resulted 
in a yield of 1*7 bushel* per acre by 
method* which any practical farmer 
may adopt. A sandy loam soil wa* 
chosen I hut had been treated as i* 
common in that region. It grew corn 
and |M>tuioes In I 8 H.» with very little 
tuuiuie, wa* in hurley the next year, 
aud wan sown with fall wheat after a 
very light routing of manure, yielding 
about twenty bushels per acre. The 
gras* M*ed failing to catch, the laud 
was planted to potatoes iu |HK 8 , re¬ 
ceiving ten two-horse loads of strawy 
flahlc manure. It was plowed with a 
two-horse team, arid worked for half 
a day wi It the spring-tooth harrow. 
After once harrowing, loU pound* of 
phoqdiatc were sown broadcast; it wa* 
again harrowed, a bushel of Swedish 
oats were sown broadcast, followed by 
the harrow time. Then for tho third 
two bushel* more »ecd wa* (Jrljled in 
with ftAO pound* of phosphate 
Fiually. tin* land was rolled, as this is 
considered indi*p« usable for all spring 
crops. Mr. Shaver says: “J aui 
seventy year* old. and never taw a- 
handsomer or stouter pi ce of straw, 
and but for the wet weather it would i 
have-yielded Bhi budud* per u* re. I» ( 
Weighed thirt nine |m*uihL- per buihei. j 
hut iio other out* iu this icgioti will 
weigh over thirty pound-, per bushel. 


or yield over thirty bushels per srre. w 
I Hood seed, good fertilizers and 
thorough preparation of the soil did it. 
Why will farmers persist in sowing 
common or poor oats on Illy-prepared 
soil when the same effort can be made 
to produce twice the result?—[Ameri¬ 
can Agriculturist.

A dog that kills sheep habitually 
should be confined. If it Is thought 
to be valuable by its owner it is worth 
being cared for and kept at home 
where it can do no harm. The whole 
question In regard to dogs and sheep 
seems to ho considered from a wrong 
point of view. There are other points 
of value than mere money profit, and 
although a dog may not 1m of any 
pecuniary profit to its owner, yet tlie 
owner has an equal right to keep it as 
the owner of sheep to krep tlieni. To 
kill ofl* all the dogs would In* exceed¬ 
ingly unwise, for they destroy a large 
quantity of vcrminc and are useful in 
other ways, nnd not one in fifty of 
them perhaps ever attacked a sheep. 
But the owner of sheep ha* a right to 
the inviolability of hi* property against 
trespass l»y n strange dog as by a per¬ 
son; and the owners of dogs should 
be compelled to keep them on their 
own premises or suffer the same penal¬ 
ty for tho trespass ns if it were com¬ 
mit'ed by a person. This would bo 
an equality of rights nnd of responsi¬ 
bilities. And sheep owners should 
make an effort to Mvuro a law to ibis 
effect. If the owner of a trespassing 
dog should be fined or imprisoned in 
default of payment for a trespass, 
sheep would soon live in peace, but to 
ta* the dogs is clearly unjust.—[New 
York Times.

It is also good for 
water fowls. If you have any milk lo 
spare see that the poultry get their 
share. 

If you wunt trees that will grow 
where nothing else will, set out these: 
Silver maple, Carolina poplar, or Box 
elder. They are easily transplanted, 
grow rapidly, but are short lived, lia¬ 
ble to injury, sprout at the roots, soon 
become scraggy looking unless spe¬ 
cially attended. 

When sheep appear to l»c blind with¬ 
out any apparent cause it is probably 
due to indigestion and it* result on the 
brain. Tlio remedy is to give two 
ounces of raw liii»ccd oil, to act a* a 
purgative, and change the food, giv¬ 
ing only nutritious und digestible feed¬ 
ing. A f M*d onco a day of bran, 
si aided and given void, with u little 
ginger uud Peruvian bark, powdered, 
will he useful.

How Cablegrams Are Transmitted. 

With the first long submarine cables 
great d illicit I ties were encountered in 
seuding through them a current of 
electricity, of aufllclent power to record 
the messages rapidly. The methods 
for overtiming these difficulties and 
iu use at present are described as fol¬ 
lows : 

Keys, which, when depressed, trans¬ 
mit positive and negative currents, are 
employed at tlie sending station in 
QQtiunction with the regulation battery. 
The current of the battery docs not 
pas* directly into the cable, but into a 
condenser, which passes it into the 
submarine line. This greatly increas¬ 
es tlie force of tho current used and 
serves to cut off' interfering ground 
> currents. The instrument first em¬ 
ployed in receiving cablegram* was u 
! reflecting galvanometer. I’pou the 
| magnet of this instrument is carried n 
I Hindi curved mirror. A lamp is 
| placed before the mirror and behind a 
! MTceu.lu which there is a vertical slit 
Flash'* of light moving across this 
' -lit u- the needle* moved from left to 
j right, indicated to tho trained eyes of 
the operator the letters in the message 
being transmitted. But this method of 
recording messuge* was found to tax 
the eyesight of the operator severely, o 
few year* work often rendering them 
almost if not totally blind. ltecogni7.- 
irig the fact that there mii-t be *oine- 
! thing wrong with such a system, in¬ 
ventor* *ct about repairing the defect, 
which resulted iu perfecting the syphon 
galvanometer, which has alt hut .super-' 
seded all other receiving devices. 

In the syphon receiver the move¬ 
ments of the needle are. recorded by 
mean* of ink spurted from a fine tube. 
This tube is attucheil to a coil suspend- 
ed between two fixed maguets, which 
swings to the right or left u» tlie pulsa¬ 
tions pan* through it. The syphon 
galvanometer is a great improvement; 
i* not hard ou the eye* and enables the 
operator to receive much more rapidly 
tlmn with the old flash receiver.-—[St. 
Louis Keptiblic. 

Greatest Fires in liDtory. 

The two greatest fires ill history are; 
Tlie London fire of September 2-ii, 
MiOC, ill which cighty-ninu chtiielie*. 
many public buildings, aud 1ft,200 
houses were burned; 100 street* laid 
waste, and 200,000 persons made 
hoiuclee*. The ruiu» covered -iftO 
acre*. The amount of loss i« not 
known. Second, the Chicago fire of 
1871, in which ft.6 square miles were 
laid waste, 17,4oO building- burned, 
200 p«-r»uii» killed. 98,^00 per»oii* 
made liotuelcM, ami about ♦200,tMKb- 
000 of property dc«tro\ed. — [Chicago 
Herald.

When we consider the enormous difference in ed¬ 
ucational advantages presented by-the foregoing 
figures, and the vast disproportion in the distribu¬ 
tion of the burdens of taxation for educational pur 

C »ses, «e cannot fail to admit that if any remedy 
• iKissible that remedy should be at once found 
anil applied. The contrast between the condition 
in wealthy towns with comparatively few children, 
and towns comparatively poor in ail hut children, 
reminds us of the remark of the hcotchnwn, who, 
after he had lately been presented with an addition 
to his already numerous family, bewaded the hard 
ship of providing for so many. ••But, Sandy," said 
a friend, ‘yr must remember that the Lord never 
sends a mouth without sending the bread to fill it." 
"Ay, ay!" said Sandy, "but he sends the mouth to 
ain place and the bread to anither.’’ So here, the 
bulk, of the taxable property seems to .go where but 
slight demand can be made on it for educating tl e 
children. 

But why should not all the property in the state 
bear its equal proportion of the cost of furnishing 
the.youth of the state that instruction which the 
commonwealth Considers necessary for its own good 
and preservation, and which it demands by its laws 
shall be given? Is it just that our farming towns 
of small valuations should l)e obliged to tax them¬ 
selves >0 highly in the attempt to comply, often in 
the most scant and insufficient manner, with the re¬ 
quirements of our educational laws, while clustered 
wealth located in places chosen by itself where chil¬ 
dren are not numerous, can at little relative cost 
lavish upon those fortunate children the best teach¬ 
ers, the moat perfect appliances of every sort? 

IS IT EQUITABLE 

that our manufacturing towns, with a population 
nude up mostly of working people with large fami¬ 
lies, should be compelled to tax themselves for their 
schools at a rate more than double that of places 
where wealth, in many cases derived from the busi¬ 
ness of those very manufacturers, nestles together 
happy in thus escaping the burden t f providing 
education for the children of its workmen, and de¬ 
votes its surplus perhaps,.to the erection of palatial 
dwellings, and the equipment of stables whose cost 
anrl appointments far exceed those of the mbs: 
costly sclioolhouse in the state? 

It nuv be that we have not far ta seek for a rem¬ 
edy for this state of thing*. Several weeks ago, in 
an editorial article in the Herald, allusion was nude 
to an address of Mr. J. H. Benton, Jr,, on the ine¬ 
quality of tax valuation, and Mr. Benton was quoted 
as saving that the remedy'for that rested with our 
state legislature- *’It can provide that all property; 
shall be valued by state officers, that all taxes shall 
be collected by. state officers, that taxes shall be as¬ 
sessed. wholly by counties, or districts of any size.” 
If taxes for school purposes were assessed by coun¬ 
ties, on a state valuation, it would go far to correct 
the evils here .pointed out. But uhv not make the 
correction »t more extensive? Why not assess 
money for that puipose as a fttate tax, as the state 
now collects the taxes on bank stock, on ravings 
banks, co-operative banks, and corporation frunchis- 1 
i s? From the rep rts now nude, under existing I

A MARINE TRAMP. 

bWhv don’t ihe new*papers write 
tip sea tramp* on & In a while? n n-keil 
a well-known strniiiship officer of a 
Chronicle reporter ilio oilier day. 

Tho newsgatberer confessed that the 
subject of *ea tramp* wn* otie that bad 
not been given nine » attention by tho 
reportorlnl fr.ifcrnity, who seemed to 
allow the land tramp nn imdln, tiled 
monojKdy of all the fame accruing 
from hi* tiiaiiy unpleasant ecccntrici- 
[ ties. 

“From what 1 have seen of marine 
tramps," said the stennisblp nfllcer, 
*•1 am inclined to tliink the trihe can 
give their land-lubberly brethren 
fHiint* on beating their way.*' 

The reporter expressed some doubt* 
a* to the possibility ot any professional 
lwatoutdoing the economical feat* of 
the tin washed tourist* who travel to 
and fro lief ween New York andean 
Franel*c*> mi brakflieiim*. 

“I confr***," said the marine critic, 
“that sonie of these laud tramp* dis¬ 
play a prodigioiH amount of what is 
coiiimorly called ‘gall,’ but for pure, 
iiimdtilfcraled nerve give me the genu¬ 
ine ~ra tramp.’’ 

“You see." continued the officer, 
“the condition* under which the 
sen tramp i ml the land tramp beat 
their ways are very different, Tho 
land ti amn lias n thousand opportuni¬ 
ties to board a brakcbeain to the one 
the sea tramp lias to get away on ii 
steamer. Then, again, if the land lub- 
lier is detected be ding bis way, all 
that the childiietor can do I* to stop the 
train and throw him (dl’.and that d -esn’t 
mean much to a f -How who can lodgo 
jud as comfortably under a woodpile 
as in a ftrst-clas* hotel bed. Tlie con¬ 
ductor lias not got the opportunity to 
constitute himself judge and jury in 
the case, l.ke a captain at sea, and 
sentence tho ofliqider to hard work 
and short rations, or imprison him if 
ho fees tit. 

“The best illustration I can give you 
of tlie nerve of the regular sea tramp 
i* the case of a s owaway on the Mnr- 
iposa on her la-t trip down to Austra¬ 
lia," said tho officer. “The story wa* 
told me by one of the ship’s officers 
and Is authentic. 

“It appears dial when the Mariposa 
wa* steaming out pu-t Alcatraz she 
was boarded by a couple of policemen 
who bad a warrant for tlie arrest of 
one Mike f'liliiguti. a burly eity-front 
celebrity who bad belabored a com¬ 
panion in a barroom brawl so that the 
fellow’s life was despaired of. Thopi.- 
liccmen searched tlie steamer irom 
stem to stern but found no trace of 
the missing t’lilligan, though they had 
received positive information that be 
bad stowed away. Of course the 
ship's officers were interested in pre¬ 
venting any stowaway from beating 
hi« passage, and assisted Hie police¬ 
men to lie* fullest. It seemed impos¬ 
sible that the fugitive could he aboard, 
and the -earcb wos given up and tho 
officers disembarked.

The energy displayed by tlie stowaway 
won bint tlie good opinion of the suii- 
ordinate officers, and as one of the 
firemen fell sick, I 'nlligaii was treated 
during the trip to Honolulu like a reg¬ 
ular hand. 

*• before leaching the islands the 
captain, who heard of < ’iilligan’s good 
work, read him a iee'nre full of good 
advice, and winding up with tlie dec¬ 
laration that In* would he put ashore 
at Honolulu and prevented from going 
any further on tlie Mariposa. 

“t’ulligan pleaded hard to he al¬ 
lowed to proceed to Sydney*, n*. there 
was a poor show of making a living 
in Honolulu and lie could not return 
immediuiclv to S n l-’raneiseo, where 
the record of his murderous assault 
was still fresh on tlie city front; 

“The eaplain was inflexible, how¬ 
ever, and CulUgau whs liml at Ilona* 
Ill'll, but not till a collection bad been 
liiade up for Ii hi. with wlihdi he dis- 
embarked i- liigli-spirits, promising to 
return in time to accompany Ids bene¬ 
factor* to S \ dney. 

“Having had vuiialderahle eNpericbee 
with sea trainp> b»*forc. tin- captain or¬ 
dered a sharp lookout to Is* kept to pre¬ 
vent t‘ulligan from Micnkiog back, but 
•onto one failed iu his duty, for when 
I- liour> out of Honolulu who should 
stroll up on dirk hut the irrepres.silile 
tramp. T here wa* the usual M.ene t of 
rour-e. The i iilpiit was hauled before 
tlie captain and again SHiteneed to tlie 
hottest sjMit hi the lire rn.mi; This Was 
no light piiitUhiiicnt., for (lie weather 
was intensely truplial. hilt C'ulligun 
took Ids M iiti i.ee smilingly and once 
more resuiticd the -Iiom-1 w it it energy, 
tliiriking that the u -t of the trip to Syd¬ 
ney was DJtionth sailing. 

“The eaplain ttad plauned a littlotUr- 
jirise for Mr (‘ulligan, however; and a 
few Hours before we Mghteil Tutuilu, 
in the Samoan islands, culled up the 
burly tramp and told him to get ready 
to go ashore. 

“I'ulligm.i pleaded hard to bo let 
work hi* way to A nek land at least, for 
the prospee.t of a rocoaiiut diet on the 
Samoa it inlands for uu imlelltiitajieriod 
seemed to worry him. The i-Hptuin 
was determined, however, to make an 
example and ( uliiiig* was sldpped on 
a eaiioe and paddled ashore by a couple 
of Suipoan naive*., after getting 
another small subscription from, the 
tender-hearted i rewr and -mne passeii- 
ger*.

“The officer* of the Mariposa con¬ 
gratulated themselves that they had 
seen the last of the champion »ca- 
fmtnp, for tl e prosjiecl* <>r rulligan 
getting away from Ttilnilii in many a 
long dsv without paying for hi* pas¬ 
sage s enteil very slim. Their surprise | 
can theiefore he Imagined when, on 
reaching Sydney, tlie tihiqnirou* (’ulli¬ 
gan wa* found quietly sifting on tlie 
wharf awaiting lliejr arrival. 

“ ‘llow on earth did you manage

At a time when the labor question 
lm* assnmed sneh an aente form in 
thi* country a great amount of inter¬ 
est ought to concentrate on a scrie* of 
return* Ju*t collected by the govern¬ 
ment of Ontario, Canada, and winch 
relate to the amount of wages paid In 
the tarlona trades and the oo*t of liv¬ 
ing In that province. Of (he rcfnrn* 
on which the table* are based 
W’ern furnished by employer* and 
2762 by employes, Tlie ti rat th ing 
; shown I* that tli re ha* been a gradual 
shortening of the hour« of labor, the 
average number of hour* per week be¬ 
ing 68.24, ns compared with 69.10 In 
1884, and tho average of 68.60 hour* 
for the five year** 1884-8. There is 
Ifreater steadiness of employment, the 
average last year having been 270.07 
day*, against 266.17 dav* in 1884, and 
tbo average of 268.Off days for the five 
year* 1881-8. Earning* also show »n 
increase, these now averaging 9420.07, 
a* compared with $!)8ff.Bl in 1884, and 
tnOoell a* tho average of the previous 
five year*. 

But with all this increase the cost of 
living ha.* kept pace, and the surplus 
of wage* over cost of liv ing now aver¬ 
age* $60.45, against $18.84 in 1884, 
and *n average of $10.76 for the five 
year* previous. A curious feature of 
the return i*thnt it shows clearly that 
the cities are not tlio most dosiralilo 
places for workmen. It is true that 
the wage* are higher, but the cost of 
living is higher in propoiti'n, and 
there i« a smaller surplus in every case. 
Ill the cum; of the arger cities there i* 
for “males with dependent<*, tenant*'' 
—i. e., who do not own their house*— 
so close a margin that in l/nidotl tho 
Wage* do not come tip to the average 
cost of living by $6.68, nmi in Hamil¬ 
ton by $;i. 02 , In Toronto they show 
a surplus of $ 2 J.!io.

Trees Not All the Same Temperature* 

It has long been noticed that snow 
melts more rapidly immediately around 
tlie trunk of a tree than nt any other 
point. The reason given for this has 
been that the tree contain* a greater 
degree of heat than the surrounding 
atmosphere, and this caused tlie snow 
to melt. From observations recorded 
by II. I.. Russell it appear* that, as a 
rule, tlie temperature of the interior of 
u tree is somewhat higher than that of 
tlie air, except during the warmer parts 
of tlie day, tlie maximum tern; crature 
of tho air being generally between 1 
and 2 p. m., ami the minimum between 
6 and 7 a. m. The comparative table* 
show that heat i«* absorbed ami radi¬ 
ated more rapidly in the outer ayers 
than in the coutre. A curious differ¬ 
ence wa* discovered in the wood of die 
oak and pine in winter, it having been 
found that tlie temperature of tho pine 
was lower tlmn that of tho oak at all 
times, except during the latter part of 
the night and early morning. This is 
attributed to tlm thick coating of the 
leaves on tlie pine preventing absorp¬ 
tion of heat by the trunk, since the 
larch, which ha* similar wood, l esein- 
h es the oak rather than the pine in tho 
matter of temperature. Tho further 
conclusion is reached that the direct 
absorption of beat is the main cause of 
Hie high temperature of tree*, and that 
it is largely dependent upon the char¬ 
acter of the bark, smooth-barked trees 
being warmer us a rule than thick- 
hurked ones.

Tlmro is but one Iiouko in the city, 
or, In fact, in the country, that make* 
a biisines* of rehabilitating the salvage 
of great fires, nmi n* that iiotise takes 
earn of the salvage of any ami all kind* 
(Torn fourteen Jifl'creiit States, conie* 
thing of the scale upon which it is con¬ 
ducted call be imagined. Aa, of 
course, nil the good* saved from the 
flames are badly injured by water,!bey 
must all he subjected to a drying pro- 
ee**. IToiir is very little Injured by 
water, a* a paste form* upon the outer 
surface which preserve* the flour 
within from damage; therefore it i* 
Himply nccc**ar> to remove the stave* 
of the barrel, scrape off* the outer paste 
from the flour, and place it in a large 
bill, from which it is sifted through 
an iiiinien«e solve and reweiglied ami 
barreled. Tea pn-erves Itself in some- 
what Hie same way. Iu reference to 
a quantity of tea saved from the burn¬ 
ing of u tea warehouse sonic months 
ago. 1 was told Hint after tlio salvage, I 
which aggregated 1,200,000 pounds, J 
had been dried and was ready for re¬ 
boxing, it was foil ml by a chemical ! 
analysis to ho unlit for food on ac¬ 
count of the river water witli which it 
bad been sit mated. All hough to all 

appearances it was good tea a* one 
ordinarily buys, and there w*na nothing 
tiniiBtial in its taste, (icing unfit for 
food it could neither be told nor given 
away. What wa- to be done? As a 
last resort it was decided to feed tlio 
furnace with it, and since the second 
week in September the entire building 
(live stories) has been heated with tea 
for fuel.—[Chicago Tiibtinc.

The Treatment of Ingrowing Nails* 

Dr. Hoffmann ol Munich, lia* re¬ 
cently pub islicd a process of treating 
ingrowing nails which has at least tlio 
merit of being a simple one. 

The process in question consists, iu 
Hu* main, iu cauterizing the spot with 
prtvhloridc of iron. The filth* sore 
nnd the whole foot -hoitld first he 
thoroughly disinfected with a solution 
of corrosive sublimate: after tha*. a 
few drops of the tincture of perchlo- 
t’ide of iron should he applied to the 
diseased spot: at the same time the 
e *ge of Hie nail should he raised a lit¬ 
tle and fixed in that position until a 
dry scab is formed. As soon iis this 
••suit has been • htnincil—that Is to 
say, in tw> or three day*, or even 
sooner, when the wound i- d •-fined to 
suppurate eventually, an attempt 
“hotild he made to remove with a for¬ 
ceps the scab which bus been formed 
at the point where the cauterization 
was applied, lo lay hare the granulat¬ 
ing surfucc underneath. 

The hemorrhage which i* caused hv 
this manipulation is checked by means 
of a fresh application of peichiorido of 
iron. After three or four «l y * tlio 
scab should again he removed, and so 
on time after time until the lump 
formed by the tlesh at the point of the 
ingrowing nail lias been entirely de¬ 
stroyed. 

On the other hand at the second or 
third day of litis treatment the edge of 
the discos d nail, which the perdilo- 
ride of iron lia- reduced lo a vc-> brit¬ 
tle -late can he removed without pain 
with a small pair of scissors or with a 
dull knife. Toavoi I all recurrence it 
will he well to place small pieces of 
cork beneath the fold of skin whi«Ji 
ctrcri the side i f the nail. 

This is nui Hie first lime that por- 
•dilcride of iron ha* I con tt«ed in the 
treatment of ingrowing nails, hut so 
far tlio success of the proc s- lias not 
hern very groat. However, in simple 
• uses t i- quite possible that lloffin in's 
method may gi'cgood icMtlts. — f New 
York Herald.
